WHEAT AND ITS BY-PRODUCTS 


ORN is always King in America 
C from the cattle feeders standpoint. 

On account of the offal produced 
from milling, wheat runs a close sec- 
ond ‘because of the immense amount of 
the by-product produced which is first 
class material for feeding animals. The 
principal by-product of wheat, the bran, is of particular im- 
portance to feeders of dairy cattle because of the bulk it 
gives to the ration as well as because of the nutrient pres- 
ent. All of the by-products of wheat are of particular im- 
portance this year because they are relatively cheaper. 
This is to me emphasized more and more as the year goes 
on because oats, practically the only other source of bulk 
in the dairy cow mixture, are going to be scarcer and 
scarcer as the feeding season advances. First let us look 
into the value of wheat as a roughage, then examine the 
value of wheat itself as a food for animals and lastly study 
the by-products. 

Wheat as a Green Crop. 

The wheat plant does not stand very high as a source 
of feed in the form of roughage. In only one place does it 
stand out. As a soiling crop it is early in the spring. Only 
one other crop can be cut earlier and that is rye. For the 
few farmers who depend wholly on soiling crops with no 
pasture a small acreage of wheat will give them a green 
crop for use early in the spring following rye. This crop 
of wheat will fit in well and help out with alfalfa and clover 
to get a succession of soiling crops up to the time when 
the first crop of peas and oats is ready. It has the further 
advantage of being a crop that has a value for grain if it 
is not all used up as a soiling crop. 

Wheat as a Feed. 

Ordinarily wheat is too valuable to be fed as a grain 
in the same sense that one feeds corn or oats or barley. 
If, however, for any reason the wheat is unfit for milling 
or if one can buy a lot of wheat reasonably it has an ex- 
cellent feeding value when ground and mixed with other 
feeds for a ration. In this respect it is probably fully equal 
to corn or barley for feeding dairy cows or other animals. 
Ground wheat is not so palatable as corn or oats or barley 
because when ground up it forms a sticky mass in the 
mouth. 

Salvage wheat is the name given to wheat that has 
been damaged by fire or water in elevator fires or wheat 
that has been damaged in the holds of ships when trans- 
ported by water. This salvage wheat is nearly as valuable 
for feeding as the best of wheat and sometimes very good 
bargains in it may be had by farmers who are alert in 
buying in the larger cities where there are grain elevators. 
Wheat is particularly valuable for poultry. 

An experiment carried on at the Wisconsin Experiment 
Station has demonstrated that animals cannot be grown in 
a satisfactory manner on the products of the wheat plant 
alone. A group of cows was fed on wheat straw and a

grain ration made up of wheat and its 
by-products. Another group was fed on 
a ration made up entirely from the oat 
plant and another on a ration made up 
entirely from the corn plant, and a 
fourth group was fed on a ration made 
up from feeds selected from all three 
plants, corn, wheat and oats. The group fed on the ration 
from the wheat plant did the poorest of all. Therefore this 
teaches us that wheat feeds must be supplemented with 
feeds from other sources. 

It is probably not worth while to try to make uso of 
wheat straw in feeding any kind of animal. 

The Milling of Wheat. 

The main reason wheat is grown is to furnish flour for 
human consumption. Wheat could not be grown economi- 
cally as a feed for animals when there are plants such as 
corn, oats and barley that can be grown to furnish feed. 
People over the world demand white bread, consequently 
a great industry has been built up which furnishes white 
flour for this purpose and we get the offal for feeding ani- 
mals. 

It takes about 274 pounds of wheat, four and one-half 
bushels, to make a barrel, 196 pounds, of white flour. 
That leaves us approximately 78 pounds of offal for animal 
feed. This is about 71 per cent extraction as it is called 
During the war this extraction was raised to about 73 per 
cent which decreased the amount of by-product available 
for feeding during that time. The consumption of wheat in 
the United States is about four and one-half bushels of 
wheat per person per year, to say nothing of the flour that 
is milled in this country and exported leaving the offal here. 
This shows what an enormous quantity of wheat by-product 
there is for our animals and what a factor it is in the feed 
supply. 

The offal or by-products from the milling of wheat con- 
sists of wheat bran, standard wheat middlings, flour wheat 
middlings, red dog flour, and low grade flour. The process 
in brief is this. The wheat is not ground but is run through 
rolls that break it. There are several of these pairs of 
rolls, the rolls of each pair being somewhat closer together 
than the pair preceding. After the wheat passes through 
each pair some of the flour is taken out. Thus the manu 
facture of wheat flour is a gradual reduction process until 
all of the flour has finally been separated from the bran 
and middlings. In war times not quite so close a separa 
tion of flour was allowed, consequently “war = grade” 
flour contained all the red dog and low grade feeding flour 
and a higher percentage of the wheat was thus utilized 
for human consumption. Patent flour means flour from 
which all possible by-products have been separated arid is 
the highest grade of white flour made. 

Wheat Bran 
Wheat bran is the commonest of the wheat by-products 


and is the most bulky and coarse. It should be fia':y and 
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sweet. The bran is made up of the three outer coatings 
of the wheat berry and is comparatively rich in digestiple 
protein, carries considerable digestible carbohydrates and 
fat and is not very high in fiber. Wheat bran weighs 
about one-half a pound to the quart and because of this 
bulkiness and its high feeding value it is one of the finest 
dairy feeds that we have. Some years ago the writer had 
one of his students write to the feeders of the forty high- 
est record cows in all four dairy breeds and ask them for 
the feeds in their rations. Twenty-two persons answered. 
The only feed used in the ration by all twenty-two feeders 
was wheat bran. This shows that wheat bran is the 
universal dairy feed liked by all the advanced registry 
men as well as the plain every day feeders of the land. 

Wheat bran is mildly laxative due to a phosphorous com- 
pound in it and not entirely to its bulky nature as i 
thought by most persons. This quality adds much to its 
great value as a feed. This laxative quality makes it a 
very desirable feed for convalescing animals when fed as a 
hot mash prepared with hot water. Bran is one of those 
feeds that is neither a roughage nor a_ concentrate 
exactly. It is generally classed as a concentrate but like 
a roughage an animal can gorge herself on wheat bran and 
suffer no ill effects. Therefore it can be used in any 
quantity in a ration put because of its bulk and because 
it is not as highly digestible as other concentrates, if for 
no other reason, it cannot with profit be made the sole 
grain fed. It finds its greatest usefulness as an ingredient 
of a mixture composed of about four or five feeds in all. 

Wheat bran lacks lime although it is high in phos- 
phorous. Therefore it makes an ideal feed to be fed in a 
good grain mixture with alfalfa or clover hay which have 
the lime the bran lacks. Good legume roughage with 
heavily eared corn silage and a good supply of bran form 
a fine foundation for any ration. 

Bran is particularly fine in a ration for growing animals 
with legume hay. For years my standard mixture for 
growing animals has been: 30 lbs. wheat bran, 30 Ibs. 
ground oats, 30 lbs. hominy or corn meal, 10 lbs. oil meal, 
with legume hay and corn silage. So fine a growing com 
bination is wheat bran and alfalfa hay that I once hearé 
Joseph E. Wing say that such a ration when fed to 
pregnant ewes caused the unborn lambs to grow such 
large bone that the ewes had trouble at lambing time ir 
giving birth to such large lambs. 

A good bran should analyze 16 per cent. protein, 4.4 
per cent. fat, 53.7 per cent. carbohydrates other than fiber, 
and not to exceed 9.5 per cent fiber, and should contain at 
least 1218 lbs. of total digestible nutrients per ton. These 
figures are the average of the analyses of 7,742 samples. 
Therefore one should always find out the analvsis of his 
bran particularly if it contains screenings and check up 
and see if it is up to the average standard. 

Bran from local country mills is likely to be fresher and 
more palatable than bran from large western mills wv 
vause it has not been milled so long and because it is 
likely that more flour is sticking to it because it may not 
be so closely milled. 
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Wheat Feed, Middlings and Red Dog. 


What has been said of bran applies to wheat mixed 
feed. Wheat feed is supposed to be the mill run of all the 
wheat by-products mixed together in the same proportion as 
they come from the wheat. Because the other finer by- 
products are mixed with the bran mixed feed contains 
more digestible matter per ton and is therefore a more 
valuable feed than bran. It can be used in the ration 
anywhere that bran can be used. 

As we go down in fineness through the different grades 
of middlings to red dog and low grade flours the amount of 
digestible nutrients per ton increases and with this the 
feeding value but there is a loss in palatability and bulk- 
iness. But all of these feeds can be used to good advantage 
in the dairy ration if combined properly with otner con- 
centrates. 

The middlings have a very high value for feeding hogs 
to supplement corn. One of the best hog men in the 
middle west uses middlings to supplement alfalfa for a 
growing ration for pregnant sows and growing pigs in th« 
same way as suggested above in the use of bran with alf- 
alfa for growing young cattle. His mixture to be fed with 
skimmed milk is made of 56 lbs. corn meal, 48 lbs. ground 
barley, 32 lbs. ground oats, 136 lbs. flour middlings, 50 Ibs. 
alfalfa meal. 

In summer on pasture the alfalfa meal is cut out of the 


mixture. Thus it is seen that middlings are considered a 
good protein supplement with corn, barley, oats and 
alfalfa in a growing ration. 

Screenings 


In cleaning up wheat for milling a large amount o1 by- 
product called screenings is secured. This may have con- 
siderable value for feeding if it contains a large amount of 
broken wheat and valuable weed seeds. Screenings “re 
variable however, on account of the dirt and chaff that 
they contain. They should always be thoroughly grourd 
before feeding in order to destroy all weed seeds and make 
sure that they will not get back on the land through the 
cow. 

In order to get rid of the screenings to good advantige 
millers have adopted the practice of grinding these screen- 
ings and mixing them with the bran or middlings end 
selling the product as “wheat bran with screenings not 
exceeding mill run” or “wheat bran with mill run of 
screenings”. This means that ground screenings in quantitv 
not exceeding that in the wheat from which the bran 1s 
derived, have been mixed with the bran. The same 
applies to mixtures of wheat middlings and screenings. 
Bran or other wheat -y-product mixed with screenings is 
subject to state license and inspection in most states und 
one should always know the analysis of the wheat by- 
product that he is buying and see that it is up to the 
standard. 

All things considered the wheat plant gives us a wonder- 
ful series of foods valuable to us as humans both as fecd 
directly and indirectly as food to us through our animals.

As a senior 3-year- 
old her record of 15.87 lbs. would attract little attention 
today although it stood in ninth place for the year 1898-99 
when it was made. At 5 years she raised these figures to 
18.26 lbs. and at 6 years to 24.42 lbs., her butter record 
winning fourth Association prize money for the year and 
being made from 501.4 lbs. milk. She was continued in 
strictly official test for six months, being the first cow of 
the breed to be given such a record. In 182% days she 
produced 9,859.4 lbs. milk containing 437.05 Ibs. butter and 
although there was at that time no regular prize division 
for this period, her owners were awarded a prize of $40.00 
because of the exceptional nature of the record. From 
that time on until her death at an advanced age her 
Owners attempted again and again to make a 25-lb. record 
on her, but although she never raised her figures of 24.42 
lbs. in 7 days, she made several more records from 22 to 
“4 Ibs. and on one occasion raised her 30-day record to 
98.35 lbs. 

Korndyke Queen De Kol has become quite famous both 
through her daughters and through her sons.

of Manor De Kol— 
Lorraine Prince by 
name—he being the 


only offspring of note 
that Lorraine Prince 
-ver produced. He was 
sold early in life to the 
United States and when he was old enough for service was 
put at the head of the herds of A. W. Brown and Don J. 
Wood, both of West Winfield, N. Y., who are two of the 
oldest Holstein breeders in respect to years of service 
that are still in the business in this country. In the sea- 
son of 1903-4 his first crop of daughters were given official 
records—seven of them in yearling or junior 2-year-old 
form making records from 10 to 15 Ibs. butter in 7 days 
the seven averaging 11.85 lbs. at an average age of 25 
months. 

That was his first year’s work. Now, fifteen years later, 
he has no less than 90 A. R. O. daughters, five with records 
from 30 to 35 Ibs.; he has four others that have passed 
the 29-lb. mark and thirty-five more that have made 20-Ib. 
records below 29 Ibs. As milk producers his daughters 
rank with the very best, ten of them having made records 
above 600 lbs. milk in 7 days and twenty-one others above

500 Ibs. His 39 daughters that have made full age records 
average 23.08 Ibs. butter from 528.4 Ibs. milk and his entire 
list of 90 A. R. O. daughters have records averaging 20.15 
lbs. butter from 465.2 Ibs. milk at an average age of 4 
years. In semi-official work he has one daughter that has 
made a record of 1,090.91 lbs. butter from 26,192.7 Ibs milk, 
the butter record being the second best in the world at 
the time it was made and the milk record third largest. 
Seven other daughters of Korndyke Queen De Kol’s Prince 
have made year records in 2-year-old form th iverage 
614.59 Ibs. butter from 14,526.6 Ibs. milk

Unlike many of our great sires Korndyke Queen De 
Kol’s Prince did not make his reputation all in one herd; 
but his greatest record daughters were bred in no less 
than three different herds. Let us consider a few of his 
best record daughters grouped under the breeders of 
those daughters. 

One of his oldest daughters was Winana De Kol Korn- 
dyke bred by A. W. Brown of West Winfield. She was 
one of his first crop of daughters and at the age of 2 years 
15 days made the rather ordinary record of 12.74 lbs. 
butter from 275.7 lbs. milk. She raised these figures be 
fore she was 3 years old to 18.5 lbs. butter from 425.2 lbs. 
milk, and at 4% years passed the 20-lb. mark. At full age 
she has made three records of 22.86 lbs., 27.22 lbs. and 
31.22 lbs., her three mature milk records averaging over 
600 lbs. each. She made her six records in the hands of 
four different breeders. 

Another good one bred by Mr. Brown was Edith Paul- 
ine De Kol Korndyke whose record of 29.09 lbs. butter 
was made from 620.3 lbs. milk; her 30-day record being 
117.1 lbs. butter from 2,407.9 lbs. milk. 

Among those bred by Don J. Wood that have won 
considerable fame is Lunde Korndyke who has made the 
following records:

Although not tested officially for more than the 30 days, 
it is reported that in semi-official test she 
averaged over 100 lbs. milk a day for 100 
days. She is the cow referred to above 
whose year’s butter record stood second 
when made, her milk record standing third. 
She has won in Association prize money no 
less than $120.00 on butter production alone, 
and if prizes had been awarded for milk 
production at that time, she would have won 
one first prize and two seconds for milk. 

Mr. Wood also bred another famous 
daughter—Jannek Albink- De Kol 3d _ by 
name—a cow of wonderful type and quality 
with a record of 29.71 lbs. butter in 7 days. 
She is famous through her sons, one of them 
especially, Albina Butter Boy being well 
known as a sire of great producers. 

Several of the best record daughters of 
Korndyke Queen De Kol’s Prince were bred 
by McKay Brothers, Waterloo, Ia., who 
owned him for a time. Chief among these 
is his largest record daughter, Leda Inka Aji- 
cartra Fobes 2d who as a junior 4-year-old 
made a record of 35.42 lbs. butter in 7 days, 
thereby winning first Association prize for 
the year. Among the cther good ones bred 
by McKay Brothers we might mention Leda 
Hengerveld De Kol Korndyke who during 
the past year raised her 27-lb. 4-year-old

Kol’s’ Prince 
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29-lb. cows Miss Filled Korndyke and Nutula 
Fobes 2d both of whom produced over 600 lbs, 
milk in 7 days besides making a creditable 
showing as 2-year-olds in long-time test. 

The granddaughters of Korndyke Queen De 
Kol’s Prince include that remarkable producer, 
Winnie Korndyke Cornucopia De Kol who 
made her 28-lb. record from 789 lbs. milk and 
who in yearly test became the first cow of any 
breed to produce over 31,000 lbs. of milk con 
taining over 1200 lbs. butter. In fact oniy one 
other cow in the world—the immortal Tilly A}- 
cartra—has ever surpassed her production for 
milk and for butter also.

A New Year’s Inventory 


E stand at the beginning of a new year. A clean 
W waite page is before us upon which we _ shall 

record another year’s history of the Holstein 
breed. Before proceeding to that task is it not well to 
take stock of where we stand today—to consider where we 
have travelled and what we have accomplished during the 
year just closed? Without attempting to go into a great 
deal of detail, we shall try to outline some of the develop 
ments of the past year that seem to us to have a special 
significance in the progress of the breed. 

The most sensational happening of course was the Cole 
testing scandal. As the incidents in connection with this 
unfortunate affair are fresh in the minds of all of our 
readers we shall not repeat them, and as the case is not 
yet completed and finally disposed of we cannot talk very 
intelligently of the ultimate results. We can say however 
that it is our firm belief that the Cole disclosures, rather 
than destroying confidence in the Holstein cow. have 
served to make her stand out more strongly than ever be- 
fore in the respect and appreciation of the men who 
have to do with her. It was recognized of course that 
the extremely high records were very generally due to 
the skill of the herdsman working on a good cow, but 
until the Cole episode developed there was no suspicion 
as to how completely those records might depend upon the 
skill of the man. The result, after the first feeling of 
panic, was that the men who owned good cows that had 
made reasonable records came to appreciate them more 
than ever before. They became satisfied in their own 
minds that their own cows, that they had thought were 
only ordinary, really measured up more nearly with the 
leaders of the breed—and they took more pride in them 
on that account. Greater attention to individuality—to 
the cow herself has been the clearly indicated result. An- 
other reaction was in relation to the idea which was grow- 
ing constantly more prevalent, that the Holstein business 
yas a millionaire’s game in which the little fellow with 
his ordinary records stood small chance of making good. 
That idea we are happy to say has practically disappeared, 
and many breeders are going ahead and developing their 
cows in official and semi-official test this year who had 
previously become discouraged with the prospect of having 
to compete with something they were convinced they 
could not compete with. Now there is a feeling that every 
man will earn everything he gets, and the result of that 
feeling is shown in the greatly increased amount of test- 
ing under way. 

These are the compensating aspects of the case. There 
are other considerations not so bright. The innocent 
breeders who had their money in the cows whose records 
are called into question, or who were using sons of those 
cows in their herds are suffering severe financial loss. 
Some of them have been practically put out of business 
already. To these men go the sympathies of the Holstein 
public, but the thing is so much bigger than the personal 
fortunes of any individual breeder or thousand breeders 
adversely affected that there must be and we are proud 
to say there has been no effort on the ‘part of our National 
Association to compromise The Holstein Industry in favor 
of any individual. 

Increase in Advanced Registry Testing 

Another interesting development of the year, which 
may or may not have been affected by the Cabana-Cole 
case, has been the increase in interest and appreciation of 
the long-time test. Figures from Supt. Gardner show that 
at the close of 1919 there are more than fifteen hundred 
Holstein cows running in long time test, and many more 
owners ready to make a start along this line during the 
present testing season. This is double the number that 
has been on test during any previous vear. In our judg- 
ment this increase is due to the fact that the modified 305- 
day test. with its calving requirement, appealed to the 
breeders as providing a form of long-time test that was 
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more practical than anything previously available. Also 
that the demonstrations furnished by the Minnesota 
Breeders sale and the Moyer sale at Philadelphia proved 
to our breeders that the public was now ready to recognize 
and pay for long-time records, a condition that by its ab- 
sence in the past had kept many breeders away from what 
they were willing to concede was the real test of the ability 
of a cow. It will be recalled that in the Minnesota Sale, 
which was built largely on long-time records, an average 
of almost $2900 per head was obtained—a world’s record 
average for a consignment sale, the top figure being $65,000. 
In the Philadelphia sale the three highest priced bulls were 
all sold on the basis of their long-time backing, and the 
second highest priced female likewise. This we believe is 
the real answer, and the thing that is responsible for 
bringing it about is this—the long-time advocates at last 
awoke to the need of advertising in selling the long-time 
idea. It is more than a coincidence that better prices and 
syeater interest in long-time work so closely followed the 
increased advertising of long-time records. 

Some breeders take the position that the Cole incident 
is responsible for the increased interest in long-time test- 
ing. We believe it has had very little to do with it. The 
short-time testing system is not at stake. It is merely a 
question of proving the validity or incorrectness of ceriain 
records, and that they happen to be largely short-time rec- 
ords does not affect the general principle. The system of 
beating the game alleged to have been used by Cole could 
have been applied with equal facility in the making of 
long-time records. Rather than proving the finish of the 
seven-day test, we believe the incident has added to its 
value. Certainly there has been a rush for supervision 
of such tests during the past few months that has almost 
»verwhelmed the Advanced Registry Office and the author- 
ities in charge of official testing in the more populous 
Holstein states. Another result of the incident has most 
certainly been a general tightening up of the supervision. 
The supervisors themselves we believe have a_ better 
appreciation of their responsibilities and in future we will 
take less for granted, and perhaps scrutinize more closely 
the intimate details of every exceptional record, whether 
for seven days or a year. 


Practical Cooperative Effort 


One of the most interesting developments of the past 
year has been the advance of the idea of cooperation 
among bodies of our breeders. The Minnesota breeders 
have rather shown the way with their State Sale last June, 
placing about $18,000 in the treasury of their State Associa- 
tion. This has been used to promote the interests of the 
entire state as a Holstein center. A liberal campaign of 
advertising was inaugurated, which is already getting 
splendid results. Last fall they took out a State Show 
herd under the auspices of their Association, and brought 
great credit and much valuable publicity not only to their 
state but to small individual breeders who could have had 
their good cattle at the big shows in no other way. Iowa 
and Illinois also have paid field secretaries on the job to 
promote the interests of all the breeders of their states, 
while Ohio and Wisconsin have just completed intensive 
campaigns looking toward the same end. One of the best 
illustrations of the development of this idea is furnished 
by the plans now being made for the next National sale, 
to be held in St. Paul, Minn., at the time of the annual 
meeting. In the past this blue ribbon event has always 
been promoted and held under private management, and 
the net profits have not been inconsiderable. This year, 
according to plans made by the Minnesota breeders, who 
are to be hosts of the Convention, the net profits of the 
sale after actual expenses are met, will be divided pro 
rata with the different state organizations in proportion 
to the number of dollars worth of cattle sold from each 
state. Definite allotments are to be made to each state, 
and it will be put up to each state organization to see that 
the best possible animals to the extent of the full quota 
are selected so that the greatest possible amount will come 
back into the treasury of the state association. This pre- 
cedent, if it works out the way it gives promise of doing, 
will undoubtedly be followed in the succeeding events of 
the National series to the great benefit of the industry. 

Individuality Coming Into Its Own. 

_ The growing appreciation of the importance of indi- 
Viduality was reflected in the interest and patronage 
shown at the big shows of the year—the state fairs and 
dairy shows. Practically all the Way around the circuit 
the competition in the Holstein classes was exceptionally 
keen, with by far the biggest and best rings of Holsteins 
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of recent years. A study of these various rings leads us 
to make the observation that the Holstein breed is improv- 
ing in uniformity of type through the greater attention that 
is being paid to it by constantly increasing numbers of 
our breeders. 





Reorganization of National Board 


Another important development of the year was the 
reorganization of our National Board of Directors, increas- 
ing the number from nine to sixteen. This move, which) 
received unanimous support at the annual meeting enlists 
in a more active way the services of strong men from all 
sections of the country, and brings onto the Board directly 
the points of view of these different sections much more 
completely than was possible with a Board of the smalle 
size. On the whole our National Board now presents a 
very strong personnel. 

In our judgment the Board made a very progressive 
move, and one that will return splendid dividends when i 
secured the entire services and time of Mr. D. D. Aitken 
to take charge of our extension work as chief executive 
officer of the Association. We understand that some off 
our members have questioned the advisability of paying) 
a salary for this work; personally, we should dislike very) 
much to have the Association placed in the position off 
asking for the entire time of a man of great ability andj 
earning power without pay. Our Association is big enough 
and strong enough so that it does not have to accept 
charity from its employees. While the sum of $12,000 
per year is a lot of money, it is very reasonable whenj 
compared with salaries paid by other large corporations 
for similar responsibility. From the progress that the 
work of this department has made since the new ar- 
rangement went into effect last June, there is not a shad-j 
ow of a doubt in our belief but that Mr. Aitken’s report 
at the close of the fiscal year will show returns to the 
industry many fold on the investment in his services. 


Public Sale Figures. 


The final answer to this question of Holstein progress 
and prosperity is of course the prices that our breeders 
get for their cattle when they are offered for sale. We 
can give the figures only on the public sales of the year, 
as there is no available data on the private transactions. 
The public sales however constitute such a large propor- 
tion of the whole number, and mean so much in establish- 
ing prices at private sales, that the following figures 
take on a great significance as showing the prosperity of 
our industry. According to our records, which are as com- 
plete as we have been able to make them, but which do not 
include all of the sales held during the latter part of 
December, the reports not yet being received, there have 
been held in the United States and Canada since January 
1, 1919 209 public sales of purebred Holsteins, totalling 
14054 head, with an aggregate price of $5,494,710. This 
means a grand average for the breed of $391 per head 
for the year, the figures including every sale for which 
reports have been received, and every animal, good, bad 
or indifferent. The figures stand on their own merits, es- 
pecially in comparison with the figures for the previous 
year, as furnished by Secretary Houghton, which report 
the sale of 14,537 head for a total of $3,804,375, or an av- 
erage of $261.70 per head. With more up-to-date aggres- 
sive methods of exploiting the Holstein cow, with a con- 
stantly growing appreciation of the value and economy 
of dairy products, and of the superior efficiency of the 
Holstein cow as a dairy machine, we shall most certainly 
see our industry go on to new heights of achievement, and 
unless we are greatly mistaken, to new levels of prosper- 
ity for the Holstein breeders who use ordinary common 
sense and business judgment in conducting their affairs. 


CANADIAN RECORD BROKEN 


The largest two-year-old record in Canada and the 
second largest in the world is now being made by Glen 
Alex Queen De Kol 3d according to a report received from 
Avondale Farms just as we go to press. This heifer. who 
is a daughter of Spring Farm King, out of a 42-lb. two- 
year-old, Glen Alex Queen De Kol, had reached, at last 
report, 32.67 lbs. butter from 570 Ibs. milk. At that time 
she seemed to be gaining, her best day’s milk being 86.6 
Ibs. Mr. Lynn, manager of Avondale Farms, writes that 
she looks good for 33 lbs. A more detailed report will be 
forthcoming in an early issue of the World. Note that her 
record already stands second in the two-year-old classes 
only to that of her 8wn dam 
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Strickland Makes 30-lb. Record 

A recent letter from S. M. Strick- 
land of Carthage, N. Y., reports an- 
other 30-lb. record made by a cow at 
Strickland Farms. The new 30-lb. cow 
is Plumbago Canary Mercedes 2d and 
her figures are given as 30.51 lbs. but- 
ter, with a milk production of 561 Ibs. 
testing on the average 4.39 per cent. 
She is described by Mr. Strickland as 
being one of the finest individuals in 
the herd and he consequently is much 
pleased at making a 30-lb. record on 
her. Mr. Strickland writes: 

“We have some daughters of Spring 
Farm King Pontiac 14th that are mak- 
ing nice 2-year-old records, also one 
of our other good cows has completed 
a record of 24.14, another 23.15 and we 
are just starting some more on test 
and they look like very fine prospects.” 


New State Champion In Nebraska 


Once more the State Champion But- 
ter Producer in long-time test in Ne- 
braska is a Holstein and the Jersey, 
Merimaids Faricy Wax, for sometime 
the largest butter producer in the 
state, is now forced to take second 
place. The new champion is Tulip 
Pietertje Koningen 2d, a daughter of 
Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad Jr., 
and her figures are given by her owner 
as 1066.4 lbs. butter from 26,731.6 lbs. 
milk. Her milk record is also a state 
record, exceeding the University of 
Nebraska cow, La May, by about 70 


lbs. Her 7-day record is 29.2 lb. butter 
from 598 lb. milk. Besides winning 
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highest honors in her state for both 
milk and butter, she has become the 
largest record daughter of her sire 
for butter production, and second larg- 
est for milk production. Her record 
was made at Starke Farms, Red Cloud, 
Neb., of which C. H. Starke is prop- 
rietor and Wil! Roberts, herdsman. 


Spring Farm King Gets His Third 


The third daughter of Spring Farm 
King to make a 2-year-old record above 
27 lb. is reported elsewhere in the 
World. She is Glen Alex Queen De 
Kol 3d, owned by Avondale Farms and 
her figures are given as 27.5 ib. butter 
in 7 days at the age of 2 years 8 
months. She is a three-fourths sister to 
Glen Alex Tietje De Kol with 27.93 lb., 
and is of course a half-sister to Spring 


Farm Pontiac Pet 2d with 27.17 lbs. 
These three great heifers all made 


their records for different breeders— 
one being made as we have said by 
Avondale Farms, Brockville, Ontario; 
another by Carnation Stock Farms, 
Seattle, Wash.; and the third by Fran- 
cis M. Jones of Clinton, N. Y., who is 
the owner of Spring Farm King, the 
sire of all three. Spring Farm King 
represents in the highest degree that 
combination for which all breeders are 
striving—a combination of pedigree, 
type and performance, being a 34-lb. 
son of King of the Pontiacs, himself 
a full brother to the first 44-lb. cow, 
and also being one of the finest typiest 
individuals now in service. 
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Eiob Haeger’s Condition Improved 


The many friends of Bob Haeger 
premier Holstein breeder, show man 
and auctioneer will be gratified to 
learn that his condition is very much 
improved. On October 21st he went 
to bed with what was supposed to be 
inflammatory rheumatism. After three 
weeks, during which time the situa- 
tion kept growing constantly worse, 
another doctor was called and he pro 
nounced the trouble “arthritus’’ of the 
knee. An operation was performed No- 
vember 13th, but on account of the 
long delay the knee was in terrible 
shape, seven drains being required 
to get the pus out. A letter from Bob 
under date of December 23d advises 
that he is now around the house on 
crutches and is getting outside for 
the first.

Schroeder Farms Position Explained 
Editor World:— 

In reply to your editorial comment 
in the December 13th issue on our 
announcement that we were discon- 
tinuing all short time tests, we wish to 
say emphatically that our decision 
/was in no way influenced by reports of 
| alleged frauds in the conduct of seven- 
day tests. Neither was it made for the 
purpose of making a decision on the 
matter which is now before the Board 
of Directors. That is a question of 
fraud, not the kind of test. Our 
decision was reached after eight years 
of personal experience with every 
test from one day in length to three 
‘hundred and sixty-five, and in that. 
‘time the inconsistency of the seven- 
‘day test has shown itself so often that 
‘we have lost all faith in it as a factor 
‘in the development of a herd or of 
‘the Holstein breed. 

' As any practical dairyman knows, 
‘the value of the dairy cow is based 
‘on her producing ability for a lacta- 
‘tion period of ten months to a year. 
Ne the seven-day test would indicate 
to us what a certain cow would pro- 
jduce in a year, we would gladly accept 
it as the logical test. But, it does 
‘not. Even the strongest champions of 
jthe seven-day test do not dare to 
;advance this claim. 
’ Before going further we wish to say 
(a few words regarding the method 
quite generally employed in making 
seven-day tests. It is no secret for it 
is a method employed practically 
leverywhere seven-day tests are made. 
‘The first step in this plan is to dry 
fthe cow up, say four to five months 
fbefore freshening. Next she is 
starved” for a while. About two 
(months before freshening she is put on 
fitting ration”. With this ration she 
iputs on an abundance of soft fat until 
just before freshening she rivals her 
‘sisters of the beef breeds when prime 
"or market. After freshening, she is 
‘put on “official ration”, a ration which 
Ris exceptionally high in protein. At 
this time the natural tendency for the 
‘cow is to give a large flow of milk. 
rhe narrow ration which she is getting 
oes not afford enough food for main- 
tenance and she begins drawing on 
her body tissue and as a result she 
*milks off” in a few days all the soft 
Yat put on during the two months be- 
“ore freshening. This condition re- 
sults in an abnormally high percentage 
of fat with about a normal milk flow 
ind there we have our seven-day rec- 
rd. We have seen cows vary three 
jer cent from one year to another due 
‘o this abnormal condition. Some of 
yur breeders would have us believe 
hat this is the test upon which the 
‘uture of our breed depends. 

Many arguments have been ad- 
ranced in favor of the seven-day test 
ind one that we hear more often 
yerhaps than any other is that the 
ublic demands it and is willing to 
ay the top price for it. This point, 
ve will admit, has been well taken 
n the past but the question is, how 
pne can we hoodwink the public? 
“hat the demand of the public is 


changing from the seven-day to the 
yearly test was well evidenced by the 
results of the National Sale at Phila- 
delphia and the Minnesota State sale 
during the past summer. Cow Testing 
Associations are becoming numerous 
in every dairy section. Cows with 
records of 400 to close to 800 lbs. fat 
in a year are not uncommon. Are 
these practical dairy farmers going to 
be contented with a pure bred Hol- 
stein sire from dams with high seven- 
day records but whose ability as yearly 
producers is in question. 

Another argument which usually 
originates from the larger breeders is 
that the small breeder cannot afford 
yearly tests and that he could not 
compete with the larger breeder. To 
that we will say that the small breeder 
will find it a much cheaper test and 
also that he will have a_ greater 
opportunity to compete with his big 
brother. Since we have discontinued 
short time testing, we have cut our 
supervision costs to about one-fifth of 
what they were before. Our feed bill 
is much less as we do not need the 
high priced high protein feeds that 
were necessary if we were to compete 
in the short time divisions. The Cow 
Testing Associations which we men- 
tioned above are proof enough that the 
small breeder can afford to make 
yearly tests. If his cows will not 
show a profit if milked for a year then 
there is something wrong. 

Again we hear that sterility is 
often the result of running: cows on 
yearly test. Our experience has 
taught us that the seven-day record 
does more damage in this way, by far, 
than the yearly test. We have several 
cows that have made large records for 
two to eight consecutive years and 
that are breeding regularly. On the 
other hand, we have cows that have 
failed to breed after being forced on 
seven-day tests. 

While we hesitate to disagree with 
men that have done so much for the 
breed as President Aitken and Super- 
intendent Gardner, we cannot agree 
that the seven-day test is necessary as 
a nursery for the long time test. It 
is true that nearly every breeder who 
is now making yearly tests began with 
the seven-day test. That however 
was absolutely essential as the rules 
of the association did not recognize a 
vearly test unless the cow had a seven- 
day record. 

Another matter upon which we wish 
to voice our opinion is the attack 
which some of our breeders have made 
on the Dairy Science Association for 
its stand against the seven-day rec- 
ords. When we say that the members 
of the Dairy Science Association are 
working for the interests of the other 
breeds, it is nothing short of an in- 
sult. No group of men are in a 
position to give a more unbiased 
opinion on this question and their 
word should be taken as good advice. 
Personally, we know several members 
of the Dairy Science Association who 
are strong Holstein enthusiasts and 
these men are opposed to the seven- 
day test. 


The Holstein breeders wmiist iiot 
think for a minute that their breed is 
without a competitor. The Jersey, 
the Guernsey and the Aryshire breeds 
are making rapid strides. We do not 
have to be very old to remember 
when the Jersey and Guernsey breeds 
were the recognized leaders in the 
dairy world. The public today is 
placing its faith in the Holstein cow 
because it believes the Holstein cow 
to be the greatest on earth. Its con- 
fidence in our breed is not based on 
the fact that we have more 30, 40 and 
50-lb. records than all the other breeds, 
but because the Holstein cow has 
shown them that she can out-produce 
all others for a year, and for this 
reason the most practical cow for the 
dairy farmer. 

If the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America would throw all of its 
efforts to the yearly test there is no 
doubt but what the competition of the 
other breeds would soon be eliminated. 
At the present time we have too many 
divisions. The thirty-day test is of 
little or no commercial value, and the 
seven-day test, eight months after 
calving can be put in the same class. 
Our association could do much to 
encourage yearly testing by eliminat- 
ing these two divisions and making 
an effort to interest the breeders in 
yearly testing rather than to. dis- 
courage them.

We have just finished reading with 
considerable interest your editorial on 
“New Long-time Classifications” in 
the Dec. 20th issue. 

To begin with we wish to explain 
that we do general farming, selling 
fruit, grain and milk. Three years ago 
we started with a few pure-bred Hol- 
steins, believing that they would be 
profitable, a belief which we have 
since realized was well founded. 

Our first purchase was three cows 
and we were so well pleased with 
these that we have since bought 
others and we now have a herd of fif- 
teen. 

We did our first testing last Decem- 
ber when the best record we got was 
on Flora Belle Wayne De Kol 2d, who 
made the 7-day official record of 26.34 
Ibs. butter from 561 Ibs. of milk. We 
are to test four next month and four 
in March. 

Now we can stand it to milk four 
times a day for 7 days but with the 
other farm work that we have to do, 
we would never attempt to keep it up 
for 305 days but would simply give up 
testing entirely and lose interest in 
the whole thing for we feel that the 
305 day test, as it is now made, is not 
much more of an indication of what 
the average farmer might expect to 
ve with the same cow, than the 7-day 
est.

We have got a number of cows that 
milk around 70 lbs. when they are 
flush and we have been in the habit 
of milking these three times a day 
until they drop down to about 60 lbs., 
when we only milk twice a day. 

We think this ought to be takeu 
cure of some way in Class C. because 
a cow that milks 70 lbs. or over ought 
to be milked three times a day for a 
time at least. 

We are hoping that you will keep 
: this editorial in mind and we would 
like to see an expression of opinion in 
the World from others who are 
situated as we are and who believe in 
giving a cow a comfortable home and 
good feed but who have no time to 
pamper them. 

We wish to say in conclusion that 
we are interested readers of the 
World and could not keep house with- 
out it.

‘ ords of our cows for many years; also 
have been member of cow testing as- 
sociation for five years. We have ac- 
> cumulated quite a bunch of cows that 
’ averaged nearly 10,000 milk in year 
for all ages and conditions. We have 
- made no official records and except 
; for few we have bought have none 
with official records. Our cattle have 
never been milked but twice per day 
and are kept as nearly every dairy- 
4 man does who has to sell milk enough 
} to get a living and raise a bunch of 
4 boys and educate them. We have year 
, records up to 15,535 of milk and of 600 
1 Ibs. butter fat. But we don’t know how 
¢ Much more we could have made this 
tT cow produce. Nor have we any way of 
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knowing how good a bull we have got 
to get to improve our herd. A bull 
from line of cows that average around 
25,000 lbs. in year, you would natural- 
ly say would help our average. But, 
they might not have given over 15,000 
lbs., with the care we gave ours. We 
don’t know and we can’t make any 
mistakes that would carry us back. 
What we would like to enter is semi- 
official work for either 305 days or 
year with cows to be milked but twice 
per day. We feel as though there must 
be many other breeders that feel as 
we do and we would appreciate any 
efforts you may make to get such a 
class as class C. We enclose you $5.00 
for extended subscription to your 
paper which we do not feel as though 
we could be without.

The dairymen of the community are 
just getting started in the pure bred 
Holstein game, and if the 7 and 30 
day test was done away with, it wouid 
kill their hopes of ever getting records 
by their cows. 

The cows in my herd with the best 
official seven day records have also 
the best yearly record. 

I have also been a reader of the H9l- 
stein-Friesian World for three years 
and would not be without it. 

Hoping that the short time test will

Approves of Proposed Classification 
Editor World: 


Read the article in the World in re- 
gard to the proposed classification A, 
B, and C for one, two and three milk- 
ings per day i. e. divisions or classes 
in our Advanced Registry, of each of 
these classes as proposed by the man- 
ager of Dutchland Farms and wish to 
say this is the best thing ever proposed 
in regard to long time tests as it allows 
the small breeder to make a yearly 
test of two milkings per day, which is 
the only one a practical farmer can 
make and not have to compete with 
those milked three and four times a 
day. This matter should be pushed 
right through and these classes estab- 
lished with proper regulations in re 
gard to running a cow on short time 
test before starting on yearly work. 
One should be allowed to milk a cow 
four times a day on 7-day test not 
longer than three or four weeks and 
then allowed to milk her three times a 
day:for a week or two to bring her 
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down to normal when putting a cow 
on yearly test in class C or two milk- 
ings a day. This matter should he 
taken up by the Executive Committee 
and put through at once and quit this 
fighting among ourselves in regard to 
7-day and yearly test as it is creating 
a bad condition of unrest among small 
breeders and beginners and is causing 
a bad set back for the Black & Whites. 
I think the 7-day test should be con- 
tinued and these three new divisions 
added in the 305-day division and then 
if desired do away with the 30-day and 
8 months after calving and 365-day di- 
visions, and just have the 7-day test 
and the 305-day yearly test with the 
three classes, A, B, and C, and divide 
the prize money equally for each class 
and you would find the Class C would 
be a very popular division and stimu. 
late testing a great deal. As the lead- 
ing breed paper would like to see you 
get behind this movement and push it 
through as it is the only square deal 
offered, the small breeder, and then 
quit squabbling and let everyone boost 
the Holsteins and not some breeder.

The Dairy Products Situation 


Production 

During 1918 the dairy cow population 
of the United States remained almost 
stationary. Gains were made in a 
few States, chiefly in the South, and 
decreases occurred in several States, 
while most of the States had about the 
same number of milk cows on January 
1 of this year as the year before. 
There was an increase during the 
year in the production of dairy prod- 
ucts, as well as an increase in the 
consumpion of milk in most cities. 


ing year the prewar normal amounts 
of dairy products, it will be necessary 
to supplement domestic production and 
supplies received from countries other 
than the United States with exports 
from the United States. The neces- 
sity of European countries practicing 
greater economy by purchasing from 
foreign countries very limited food 
supplies other than actual necessities.

A comparison of 1918 with 1917, 
shows an increase in production of 50 
million pounds of creamery butter and 
a decrease of 20 million pounds of 
cheese. Condensed milk production, 
however, increased more than 300 mil- 
lion pounds. 

A comparison of 1918 with 1914 in- 
dicates that during the last four years 
a slight increase has occurred in the 
production of factory hutter, amount- 
ing to only 7 million pounds. The 
production of cheese has decreased 25 
million pounds, and the condensed 
milk production has doubled, it having 
increased from 875 million pounds to 
1,675 million pounds. The amount of 
milk required for this increase in con- 
densed milk is 2 billion pounds, which 
is more than half the quantity re- 
quired for all of the factory cheese 
made in this country.

probable lower normal rate of con- 
sumption than existed in prewar per- 
iods, are factors which will tend to 
limit possible exports of dairy prod- 
ucts from the United States to Europe. 

It is even now difficult to secure 


definite information as to the num- 
ber of dairy ¢attle’ killed’ in 
Europe during the war. Their 
products decreased enormously, 


more than the number of cattle, owing 
to the lack of feeds and labor, but it is 
estimated that from 3 to 5 million dairy 
cows were destroyed during the five 
years of the war. Some of the neutral 
countries increased the number of 
their dairy cows, and some of the war- 
ring nations had increased the number 
of their dairy animals by the begin- 
ning of this year. Still it is probable 
that several years will be required for 
the countries of Europe to get back to 
their normal cow population.

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Foreign Trade in Dairy Products 

Before the war we imported more 
batter and cheese than we exported, 
while our condensed milk imports 
about equaled our exports. About 
1915 our exports increased and our im- 
ports decreased until last year there 
was a net export so large that about 2 
billion pounds of milk, or 100 pounds 
from each cow in the United States, 
were require: to make the products. 

If the comyjarison is made with 1914, 
when the balance of trade was in favor 
of imports, an equivalent of almost 
700,000 cows is required to produce 
the milk necessary to provide the prod- 
ucts that were formerly imported and 
to take care of our present export 
trade. 

Our foreign trade in the future, of 
course, is unknown, yet there are al- 
ready indications that our exports will 
decrease and our imports increase, 
with the exception of condensed milk. 
Condensed milk has been largely used 
by the armies, but as the armies are 
demobilized a demand for this product 
is arising among the civilians, and in- 
creased shipping space has tended to 
increase the exports of condensed 
milk. More of this product was ex 
ported monthly during the last few 
months than was ever exported in 
any previous month. During the early 
part of this year the exportation of 
butter was considerable, but this has 
decreased, and now amounts to less 
than a million pounds a month, while 
the imports decreased until for the 
month of May actually more butter 
was imported than was exported. 

The exports of cheese are also small, 
amounting to about 2 million pounds 
a month, with a growing importation 
amounting to over a million pounds a 
month. 
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be secured from good _ pastures, 
considering the feeds that 
are saved while cows are supplied good 
grass. During the dry time, which 
often comes in summer and fall, sup- 
plemental feeding will prevent cows 
from falling off in production. It is 
always difficult to get them back to 
their normal production when good 
grass is restored, if proper attention 
is not given to them at this time. In- 
dications are that roughage in most 
sections will be in abundance, and it 
is suggested, therefore, that these var- 
ious roughages be used to their limit 
of profitableness. 

Economical feeding requires that 
cows be fed according to their pro- 
duction. With high prices of feed, it 
is especially important that cows re- 
spond to increased feed be supplied 
to their economical limit, and that ani- 
mals that do not respond to increased 
feed with the necessary quantity of 
milk be supplied with smaller amounts 
of feed. An economical way of learn- 
ing how dairy cows respond to feed is 
through the cow-testing associations. 
These organizations should be en- 
couraged. 


Labor 


The second most important factor 
in the production of milk is labor. 
This also commands a high price. It 
is therefore important that it be util- 
ized to the fullest advantage. De- 
vices for saving labor should be con- 
sidered for dairy farms, and it is es- 
pecially recommended that the dairy- 
men with fairly large herds give spec- 
ial consideration to the desirability of 
securing milking machines. 

From the standpoint of the cost of 
labor, as well as from the standpoint 
of economical feeding, it is important

Feed For Dairy Cows 


The prices of feed are high. This 
calls for especial attention to econom- 
ical feeding. Where concentrates 
must be purchased, it is suggested 
that they be bought in quantities in- 
stead of in small lots. Cooperative 
buying of feeds should be resorted to 
wherever this is practicable. With 
the high price of feeds, it is especially 
important that attention be given the 
pasture. Enormous’ returns can 


that herds be developed for economic- 
al production. In general, the high pro- 
ducer is the most profitable. There 
never was a time when it was so im- 
portant to have cows of high. produc- 
tion. Such animals require less labor 
and feed per hundred pounds of milk 
produced. 


Economical Production 


There are two ways of securing high- 
producing herds: First, by the use of 
good bulls and second, by the selection 
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cows. The surestand least expensive 
way of increasing the profitableness 
of American cows is to use good bulls. 
Animals of established qualities in 
breeding should be maintained as 
long as possible. The practice of us- 
ing only young bulls because they are 
easier to handle should be discourag- 
ed. Simple pens have been devised 
by the Department of Agriculture, 
which makes it possible to handle large 
bulls with safety. The bull associa- 
tion is recommended as a means of 
extending the use of good bulls further 
than would be possible by having the 
bulls owned by individual farmers with 
small herds. The policy should be to 
use all of the good bulls in America to 
breed as many cows as possible for 
as long a period as they are useful. 

Improvement can also come by se- 
lection, keeping only cows that are 
good producers. 


Care of Milk and Cream 


Attention is called to the importance 
of producing dairy products of a high 
quality. Not only should milk and 
cream be cared for in the way to as- 
sure their being marketed. but they 
should be produced and cared for ina 
way to make it possible to produce 
from them the highest class of prod- 
ucts. It is especially suggested that 
the cream be produced and cooled in a 
way to insure its reaching market in 
the best possible condition. It is 
urged that it be produced under clean 
conditions, thoroughly cooled, and de- 
livered as often as is practicable.

So he 
sold two cows and purchased one good

from the profit on this animal he was 
soon able to add others of the same 


sists of eighty head of Holsteins, fifty- 
five of which are registered animals. 
Davis is following the Missouri Chief 
Josephine line of breeding, which was 
developed at the University of Mis- 
souri. This is a wonderful milk pro- 
ducing strain, “Old Josephine” as she 
is called, producing 26,861.5 pounds of 
milk containing 740.46 pounds of fat. 
The herd sire is Sir Korndyke Henger- 
veld De Kol Jr., a grandson of Missouri 
Chief Josephine and by Sir Korndyke 
Hengerveld De Kol, formerly the sen- 
ior herd sire at the University of Mis- 
souri, he by the grand old bull, Heng- 
erveld De Kol, with 116 A. R. O.

Campus Chief 
Bis, a four-year-old cow, which as the 
name indicates, is a University of Mis- 
souri bred animal, won grand ckam- 
pionship at the Missouri, Kansas and 
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Oklahoma State Fairs, the Topeka 
Free Fair, and the Ozark Stock Show 
She also took third place at the Nat- 
ional Dairy Show. These winnings 
indicate the quality and conformation 
of his herd. 

Important as the show ring win- 
nings are, it is the production of milk 
and butter fat which is of the greatest 
importance. Mr. Davis believes in of- 
ficial testing and has a number of A. 
R. O. cows in his herd. At the pres- 
ent time he is testing fifteen cows for 
yearly records. These cows although 
being milked only twice a day, are 
doing very well. It indicates the 
trend of the more progressive Hol- 
stein breeders to turn to the long- 
time test not to the exclusion of the 
seven-day test, it is true but to a 
combination of the two kinds of tests. 
Is not a reasonable yearly record made 
under average farm conditions of 
value. It certainly should be true. 

The following animals have made 
records. Betsey Mercedes Ormsby, a 
four-year-old cow, produced 409.4 lb. 
of milk containing 14.271 lbs. of fat, 
or 17.84 lbs. of butter.

Kol, produced. 404.6 lbs. of milk and 
17.02 lbs. of butter. 370.9 lbs of mi!k 
and 16.36 lbs. of butter is the three- 
year-old record of Prairie Lass Je- 
hanna Segis. Six other cows have 
records ranging from twelve to fit- 
teen lbs. of butter. Campus Chief 
Bis, the champion show cow as a ju.- 
ior two-year-old, has a butter record 
of over eleven lbs. These records are 
not exceptional, but they indicate the 


productiveness of the Holstein cow 
under average conditions. 
While building up an_ excellent 


breeding herd, the chief source of rev- 
enue is the milk produced. He mark 
ets his milk in Columbia, selling it di 
rectly to the customer. The. business 
has grown until at present it is the 
second largest retail milk business 
selling about one hundred gallone of 
milk per day.

Even at Present Prices It Is Not Ex- 
pensive on The Basis Of Food 
Value Purchased 


The cost of living cannot be reduced 
by the use of less milk without the 
health and welfare of the family being 
seriously affected at the same time, 
say those who make a study of foods 
and their relation to health. More- 
over, a comparison of a quart of milk 
with a few other common foods on the 
basis of the amounts of essential food 
substances received for the money 
expended shows the folly of curtailing 
the milk purchases in order to cut 
down expenses, according to the 
school of home economics at the state 
college at Ithaca. 

Few housewives who wish to lower 
the cost of living would purchase 
cauliflower at forty cents a pound if 
they knew the same food values are 
present in cabbage at six cents. 
Similarly, as a source of the protein, 
energy, and lime essential to the body, 
few foods can compete with milk in

WASHINGTON BREEDERS SALE TOTALS $15,000 
By G. N. Angell. 

An average of $278 each for 57 animals, or a total of $15,800, was secured 
at the ninth semi-annual sale of the Washington Holstein Breeders’ association, 
held at the fairgrounds, Snohomish, Wash., December 17. The event marked 
the resumption of the association’s regular sales, interrupted by the world war.

When a bottle of cream _ shipped 
from Los Angeles to the National 
Dairy Show at Chicago was opened 


and tested eighteen days after it had 
left the cow, it was pronounced in 
perfect condition by those who _ ex- 
amined it. Other samples of milk ana 
cream entered in the national milk 
and cream contest and examined fif- 
teen to eighteen days after produc- 
tion were also found to be sweet. 
Because of the number of bacteria 
present, ordinary milk will not re- 
main wholesome for such a long time, 
even if kept cold.

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crushed ice, were kept at a tempera- 
ture from thirty-two degrees to thir- 
ty-four degrees F. at all times. The 
boxes were shipped in baggage cars 
to Chicago, and most of them were 
not re-iced along the route. An in 
spection of the samples on arrival at 
Chicago showed that of the various 
methods of packing, the insulated box 
filled with crushed ice was the most 
effective. The bottles of milk in these 
boxes were entirely surrounded by 
the ice, which was packed in as tight- 
ly as possible. One or two samples 
which were packed in ice and saw- 
dust arrived in a spoiled condition, 
due to the fact that a low enough 
temperature had not been maintained. 
The ice in the insulated boxes lasted 
well, and one box from Portland, Ore- 
gon, which was re-iced at Minneapolis 
on Tuesday did not arrive in Chicago 
until the following Saturday, but was 
still in good condition. 

When milk is produced and handled 
under the right conditions it can be 
shipped to almost any point in the 
United States, or to foreign countries, 
and arrive in good condition. At pres- 
ent considerable quantities are being 
shipped to Panama, and are used on 


ocean liners’ plying between this 
country and Europe.—The Milk Re- 
porter.

COMMENT ON HOLLAND HOL- 


STEINS 
Editor World:— 

Reading the H. F. W. I came across 
some Holland Views by Mr. E. A. 
Stuart of his recent visit in Holland. 
Mr. Stuart wrote that the production 
of course is not in any sense equal to 
that obtained in this country, but I 
am absolutely sure that Mr. Stuart 1s 
wrong in stating this. Born and 
grown up among the farmers of Hol- 
land I know what the dairy cow does 
in that little country. The rent for 
instance for the present is from 300 
to 400 guilders per acre ($120 to $160) 
and the purchase price run up to 4000 
guilders ($1600) and still the farmers 
prosper which shows that the dairy 
cows average returns a bigger profit 
than here. I don’t talk about the 
better herds in America which syste- 
matically but in a certain way un- 
reasonable are made into dairy 
machines. I say unreasonable be- 
cause it is absolutely impossible for 
the average farmer here to keep a 
herd of cattle in the expensive way 
the better herds are kept up, because 
not every one is able to keep an army 
of helpers and not every one is able 
to sell bull calves up to $5000. The 
enormous cost of advertising alone 
runs in several figures. The farmer 
in Holland finds his profit in turning 
his cattle out in the pasture from May 
till almost the end of November. He 
cannot see any profit, feeding his cattle 
in the winter period so enormous, that 
when he turns his cows out in the 
pasture, she goes down in the milk. 
The only thing he does care for is 
that his cattle are in such a shape that 
they will produce the greatest quantity 
of milk. I remember that when I was 
a young man of 22 years, I bought a 
heifer coming three years and freshen- 
ing for the first time 16 days after I 
bought her. She gave a good quantity 
of milk and I fed her liberal (not a 
balanced ration that was as I presume 
unknown yet over there) her _ feed 
containing a certain quantity of oil 
meal and ground corn and some oil 
cake, giving more milk, I fed more 
feed and I remember that she _ pro- 
duced at last 3 barrel pails of 20 
quarts of milk, (foam included) any 
way 100 Ibs. a day, by that time I sold 
her. The purchase price was 90 
guilders or $36 and I sold her for 120 
guilders or $40. Now a few days later 
the buyer came back and he really 





raised h——1 because I fed the heifer 


more than the pasture could produce 
and she went back in the milk and 
he almost forced me to take her back 
I am sure that hundreds of cows in 


Holland will do the same thing over 


if given the opportunity. But the fact 
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that Mr. Stuart as President of the 
Carnation Farms, one of the best herds 
in America, says that he would not 
care to import so many animals from 
Holland shows that there are quite a 
few which would compare with her 
American sisters, especially when you 
take into consideration that none of 
the herds in Holland get half the care 
as the Carnation herd.

and not the traction part. The traction 
part of the drive-wheel will loosen 
more dirt than it packs if it is prop- 
erly made. Perhaps it is because the 
farmers have said so much _ about 
packing the soil that the manufactur- 
ers have put on an extra amount of 
rim. It is the skeleton wheel that is 
most suited for all kinds of soil. It is 
a case of fitting the tractor to the kind 
of soil you intend to work more than 
fitting the tractor to the farm. The 
final drive and the traction parts of 
a tractor are as important as any othe! 
feature. I believe the final drive 
should be as near the rim of the wheel 
as possible as that does away with 
the terrific beuring thrust which is 
destructive to the bearing and uses 
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additional horse power. Suppose we 
take as an example one of the tractors 
I have been using. It is a good all 
around farmer’s tractor. First we will 
cut down the diameter of the rim six 
inches—that will get the final drive so 
much nearer the rim. Next we will 
take off the 2% inch angle irons and 
put on a 5 inch angle. This will give 
us nearly perfect traction. My ex- 
planations for making the foregoing 
changes are these: First, with the 
final drive nearer the rim you are less 
apt to break the chains under full load. 
Second, when you go through soft 
dirt, under full load, the wheels will 
be 100 per cent. less apt to spin or 
slip. It is the spinning and slipping 
that causes much tractor trouble. The

PICKING THE RIGHT HERD SIRE 


Really the greatest problem that the 
breeder has to solve is the selection 
of a herd sire says a writer in the 
California Cultivator. Upon the sue 
cessful solution of this problem 
depends to a large degree the success 
or failure of one’s breeding operations 
A study of the methods of the most 
successful breeders convinces that 
their success is closely related to the 
use of one or more outstanding sires 

Great sires are rather few and be- 
cause of that fact any breeder, young 
or old, is justified in giving the mat- 
ter the closest attention. Few men 
have the ability to select, when 
voung, a sire that will justify their 
judgment. Many of the best indi- 
viduals and many with pedigrees, that 
on paper seem to be certainties, fail 
to make good as sires. 

Remembering that the test of a sire 
lies in his ability to work improve- 
ment in the herd by raising the stand- 
ard of the young things from year to 
year, many men engaged in the busi- 
ness of producing pure bred livestock 
will do well to discard the idea that 
a male animal is a sire. True, he has 
the ability to reproduce, but a real 
sire must do more. 

The beginner or established breeder 
should be constantly on the lookout 
for an opportunity to secure a proven 
sire. Such opportunities do not come 
often, but occasionally the owner of 
a successful sire is compelled to dis- 
pose of him for the reason that he in- 
tends to keep a large number of his 
daughters in the herd, then if investi- 
gation discloses the fact that the sire 
in question has been producing a qual- 
ity of stuff superior to what is being 
produced in the herd of the one need- 
ing a sire, the opportunity should be 
taken advantage of. 

But unfortunately there seems to be 
a marked discrimination against pur- 
chasing an animal with a bit of age, 
regardless of his demonstrated abil- 
ity. Many times the writer has at- 
tended sales where a tried sire was 
listed and where there were breeders 
who knew that the kind of stuff he 
sired was superior to their own pro- 
ductions, yet they would stand by and 


see such a sire sell for a song. The 
common excuse offered is that they 
do not care to take the risk of in 


vesting in an animal that is along in 
vears. As a matter of fact one crop 
of calves or pigs by such a sire would 
be worth more than several crops by 
an average sire. 

There is another common fallacy fol- 
lowed by many men when in search 
of a herd sire, and that is the assump- 
tion that because an animai happens 
to be sired by a popular bull or boar 
and the price quoted is high that he 
must be good. Some men once hav- 
ing selected the head of their herd on 
the above basis blind to his 
faults and either through ignorance 
or prejudice refuse to admit that they 
have made a mistake and thev keep 


become 
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on using their “pet” year after year, 
wondering all the while why they do 
not attract greater patronage. 

Another class of breeders (?) are 
the men who do not give their sires 
time to prove their ability. Some of 
the greatest sires of all breeds have 
been lost because their owner dis- 
posed of them before their merit be- 
came known. 

Many other herds have suffered be- 
cause the breeder who happened to be 
fortunate in owning a sire of merit 
assumed that as long as he _ had 
picked one or two successful sires he 
could turn the trick any time and be- 
cause of such confidence’ sold _ his 
known sire before he had located an- 
other of equal or superior merit, only 
to find that the problem was not so 
easy 

This business of livestock improve- 
ment is not an open book, and_ be- 
cause of the importance attached to 
a sire, a sound policy to follow is to 
maintain a constant search for a sire 
that will work improvement and, once 
having succeeded, retain his services 
until his merit is established and a 
suitable successor located. 

Certainly do not reckon merit on a 
basis of cost of pedigree, but keep an 
open mind at all times and judge your 
own production by the same _ stand- 
ard used to measure the herds and 
flocks of fellow breeders.

| consumer. His recent report 
Governor Harding was given pron 
nent front-page space in the Des 
Moines Register, particularly as it 
related to what Mr. Barney betieved 
to be the reason for the continued 
high cost of living. He sums _ the 
whole thing up when he says, ‘Too 
much fun and not enough back-bone,” 
which is really at the bottom of the 
continued high prices. In his report 
he cites specific cases of purchasing 
twelve dollar silk shirts for certain 
hill boys, twenty-five dollar hat for a 
maid whose mistress is a banker’s 
wife who pays only eight dollars for 
hers, forty-five dollar leather coat for 
school boys, expensive fur coat ani 
sixteen dollar shoes for salesgirls and 
stenographers, and the use of too much 
credit in the buying of luxuries. The 
remedy, according to Mr. Barney, lies 
in the refusal of the buying public, or 
a majority of it, to pay the prices 
asked. Constant refusal of the public 
to buy over priced articles will help 
restore prices to normal. Legislation 
will not help as much as an “I won't 
pay it” attitude assumed by the 
public. 





QUALITY IN HOLSTEINS 


The question of what coustitutes 
quality in Holsteins is discussed by 
K. C. Davis of the Knapp School of 
Agriculture, Nashville, Tennessee, in 
the Southern Agriculturist. Mr. Davis 
is an enthusiastic booster for the 
breed and in his discussion he brings 
out many points that might be used 
to advantage when engaging in friend- 
ly argument with owners of other 
breeds. 

A breeder of live stock always 
wants to be certain of the character 
and quality of the offspring from his 
herd. Stability or trueness to type is 
most pronounced in the oldest breeds. 
Because of the age of the breed, Hol- 
stein calves always come true to 
type. There is less hazard in breed- 
ing Holsteins than there is with newer 
breeds. 

Bringing large healthy calves is a 
quality always noticed in Holstein 
herds. Any breeder is bound to con- 
sider prolificacy an important quality 
in cattle. The Holstein cow is easy to 
get with calf as her breeding qualities 
have not been impaired by too much 
inbreeding, or by show-ring fitting, or 
by breeding too young. The calves are

quirements. They produce this milk 
on cheap roughage, which they must 
be furnished in large quantities, along 
with some good concentrates. 

As half of the calves of any herd 
are males, that must be disposed of as 
economically as possible, it is impor- 
tant that they be large and suitable 
for vealing early. Holstein calves are 
the heaviest of all breeds at time of 
birth. They are commonly eighty to 
one hundred pounds. One male was 
born at the Knapp School weighing 
one hundred and twenty-three pounds. 
Even if such calves are raised as 
steers, they make the heaviest baby 
beeves with the smallest cost for 
grains. They usually surpass the beef 
breeds in station trials of these points.
